Site First Used 
Here in 1886 


History writes a new chapter 


today in the city’s educational 
life. 

Eighteenth street school, site 
of the city’s first educational 


building, will be closed this af- 
ternoon. On Monday the new, ul- 
tra modern building oh East 
Fourteenth street will open to 250 
Upland youngsters. 

Along with closing of the 
Eighteenth street school will be 
the closing of the old Sierra Vista 
school building on Campus ave- 
nue. Incidentally, the new school 
ig also named Sierra Vista and 
Jesse Jensen will become its first 
principal. 

The buildings being abandoned 
were erected in 1919 but on the 
site of the MEHighteenth street 
building was the early communi- 
ty’s first school house. It was 
erected in 1886 when the residents 
in the new citrus community pro- 
vided a tiny one-room structure. 
Three of the early-day pupils in 
the first class in the original 
building are still residents here. 

Incidentally, the bell that sum- 
moned the youngsters to the pio- 
neer Highteenth street building 
is now doing the same thing at 
the schoo] house at Camp Baldy. 

On the school board when the 
two 1919 buildings were erected 
were Kirk Vernon, Mrs. F. H. 
Manker and L. H. Hadden. | 

The 115 pupils at Eighteenth} 
street will say “goodbye” to the 
structure today and the doors at 
the historic site will be closed on 
its educational era. 

What will hapyen to the build- 
ing has not been determined by 
the present school board. 

Other pupils ir the new Sierra 
Vista will come from the old Sier- 
ra Vista and 75 will be transfer- 
red from the Upland Elementary 
to. the new structure. Grades 
through the fourth will be serv- 
ed on*Fourteenth street. Foothill 
boulevard ‘is the dividing line, all 
eligible youths north of that go- 
ing to the new school. 

Public opening for the new, 
well-planned and scientifically ar- 
ranged structure, will be Feb. 2 
when the Mothers club of the 
Eighteenth street school’ will be 
hests. Interested persons will be 
shown through the building and 
Mr. and Mrs. Jensen will be for- 
mally welcomed as leaders of the 
new educational institution. Mrs. 
William A. Gilliland, president of 
the club, is planning for the open 
house,

75 Vacant Houses in Parkside Will Be 
Kept Vacant for New Defense Workers 


Seventy-five of the 200 houses in the Parkside housing 
project are vacant and will be kept vacant until there is 
demand for them by employes in future defense plants, Otto 
5. Roen, executive director, reported yesterday. 

An end to “Parkside” at Foothill boulevard and Campus 
avenue had been ordered by the federal housing authority 
but the start of the Korean incident changed things including 
an order to “freeze” the houses for defense workers. 

The vacant houses are of one bedroom size. The 100 
two bedroom houses and 25 one bedroom houses are oc- 
cupied. As new vacancies occur, the unoccupiea dwellings 
will be kept for use by “in-migrant’ defense families “if 


Parkside was originally built to accommodate men em- 
ployed by defense industries and their families. Later war 
veterans and others were permitted to live there. Only a 
temporary housing project, the dwellings were to be sold 
when the emergency demand for residences was past. 
First of the Parksiae houses were to have been sold in 
August. In the meantime; shooting started in Korea.
